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Cain’s ‘Sheriff’ Bill to be heard today 


Three years ago, when he first 
became a representative in the 
General Court, Fred F Cain began 
a series of actions designed to cut 
taxpayer’s ‘costs in court legal 
fees, He hasn’t got very far, but 
he is stili trying. 

He has at the present time three 
bills on court costs, House 351, 
House 352, and House 353, 

House 351 would eliminate the 
power of Justices of Peace to is- 
sue summons, and other processes 
in criminal cases, Cain says that 
the First District Court in Esséx 
Couty 1s costing the taxpayers 
an average of $10,000 a year, paid 
to a certain Justice of the Peace, 
for issuing summonses. 

In fact Mr Cain has two Justices 
in mind. One last year received 
$3466 for issuing such summonses 
and the other $10,180, 

The Salem Court, he says, is 
only a five toten minute drive from 
the home of either justice, and if 
the police were to take their sum- 
monses to the Court, there would 
be no additional fees for the tax- 
payers to foot, This is what hap- 
pens in counties other than Essex. 

House 352 is a bill which would 
require the Clerks of District and 
Municipal courts to issue duplicate 
receipts for fines and forfeitures 
collected by the court. 

Pople, says Cain, are unable to 
understand why they cannot get 
receipts, To him a receipt is a 
business transaction, 

He has talked with people who 
wonder if a clerk, or assistant 
clerk, could alter the records af- 
“ter a fine is paid, and theh pocket

the money, 

He hopes that the bill will get a 
favorable response from his fel- 
low legislators, 

But the big bill, for Mr Cain, is 
House 383, which would stop extra 
payments to Deputy Sheriffs and 
others in Norfolk and Plymouth 
Counties, for serving papers in 
criminal cases, 

The Boston papers have taken 
up Mr Cain’s cry, and given ita 
lot of attention in the past wéek. 
His name has been prominent in 
the stories. 

Cain says he 1s not opposed to 
Deputy Sheriffs, but only to their 


receiving double and triple com- 
pensation, The Boston Globe re-~ 
ported that the Deputy Sheriffs 
divided up $150,000 in extra pay, 
to deliver summonses in criminal 
edses - work that is done by the 
police departments in the other ten 
counties, 

Cain succeeded in getting such 
a bill voted by both the House and 
the Senate last year, only to have 
it vetoed by the Governor. 

This year, with the Boston pa- 
pers taking up the cry, his hopes 
for a successful passage are bet- 
ter, The first .reading of the bill 
will be todxy, in the House, 


Ipswich Classified as ‘B’ Water - 


AS a result ofthe public hearings 
last Friday’in the Gardner Audi- 
torium, the Ipswich River is to be 
classified as ‘B’ quality, in the 
Standards being set up for Water 
Pollution Control. 

‘A’ As the very best, suitable for 
drinking, a quality attained by few 
rivers in Massachusetts, 

*B’ 1s suitable for bathing and re- 
creational purposes, and accepta- 
ble for water supply after appro- 
priate treatment. There is not less 
than 75% dissolved oxygen in B wa- 
ter, no sludge, or solid refuse, no 
color, and less than 1000 coliform 
bacteria per thousand cubic liters, 

Interested parties had been ex- 
pecting that the Ipswich would be 
assigned a ‘C’ classification, suit- 
able for recreational purposes, but 
not for swimming or water supply 
unless with appropriate treatment. 
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Attending the hearing from Wil- 
mington were Rep. Fed Cain, 
Chmn. James Miceli and George 
Boylen, selectmen; Mrs J. Robert 
Evans and Mrs George Robertie of 
the Conservation Commission, 
Mrs William D Hooper Jr., presi- 
dent of the League of Women Vo- 
ters, and Mrs Theodore McKie, 
of the Wilmington Planning Board, 
Also present was Frank Colombo 
of Glen Road, represeting the Bu- 


reau of Outdoor Recreation, 

The classification of the Ipswich 
had been changed to B before the 
hearing, and was announced at the 
hearing, and the Wilmington re- 
presentatives felt that it was un- 
necessary for them to stay, after 
that.

DR. GERALD A FAGAN 


The story is told-that one of Wil- 
mington’s industrialists lay dieing 
a few years ago, his physician by 
his bedside, The patient lay gasp- 
ing for breath, a terrible pain in 
his chest. The doctor told the pa~ 
tlent that if he had listened to ad- 
vice and taken things easy this 
wouldn’t be happening, 

The patient all but roared; ‘Don’t 
you tell] me what to do ~ just get 
rid of this pain in my chést!’ - and 
with that he breathed his last, 

True or not, and it may well be, 
the story has often brought a smile 
to the lps of those who knew of the 
relationship between the late Caleb 
Harriman and Dr. Gerald A Fagan, 

Caleb Harriman always hadtobe 
boss, Dr Fagan always has to say 
just what he thinks, and while his 
opinions are always meant kindly 
they can often be described as blunt 

Dr Fagan moved into Wilmington 
in February 1936 - $1 years ago, 
He was looking for a climate that 
would be beneficial t6 his son, 
Somebody had told him ofthe home 
of Walter Hale, for sale, on Clark 
Street. He found the price to be 
right, he bought it, and thus began 
a thirty one year relationship with 
the people of Wilmington. 

And Wilmington, 31 years later, 
is to have a Dr, Gerald A Fagan 
Day, by proclamation of the Board 
of Selectmen, on April 26th, 

Gerald Fagan was born in a 
small coal mining township in 
Pennsylvania, His father wasa coal 
miner, and he too might have be- 
come one, were it not for the fact 
that) High School, when it became 
time to attend that institution, was 
12 miles away. 

There Was no such thing as a 
school bus. Gerald Fagan made 


i 


the twelve miles each way every 
day by the well known institution 
of Shanks Mare, 

And that wasn’t enough. In the 
High School at Hazel Township, he 
went out for track! He became one 
of the best athletes, and it ended 
up with someone asking him why 
he didn’t go on to college, where 
his track abilities could really be 


appreciated, 

And that is how Gerald Fagan 
became a student at Villanova Col- 
lege, a small place With about 300 
pupils. 

‘That twelve mile walk ( or per- 
haps run) to and from school every 
day started Gerald Fagan on the 
road to becoming Wilmington’s 
favorite physician, 

He graduated from Villanova in 
1923, It was not the big university 
of today. And he went on, Medical 
Schools, the first being the Jeffer- 


-Son Medical School, Five years 


later he was in the Bronx, in New 
York City, part of the faculty of 
the Berwind Maternity Clinic, 
where he practiced, and taught, 
obstetrics, 

Graduate students from many of 
the medical schools im the east 
would goto Rerwind for a few weeks 
as a part of their post graduate 
work, and many from Tufts College 
in Medford told Dr. Fagan that 
there was a place in suburban Bos- 
ton which needed an obstretician 
badly, a place by the name of 
Charlestown, Mass. 

He heard the story over andover 
from the incoming students, and 
finally decided to move to Charles- 
town. The story he had been told 
was correct, all except for one de- 
ten. 

‘There was plenty of work for an 
obstetrician. He never had time to 
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stop, But there was no money. 
‘Damn near killed me, in my first 
year - had everything but money!’ 
is the fecollection of Dr Fagan, 

But he stuck it out, for seven 
years, Then he had to find ano- 
ther place, for his boy’s health, 

Wilmington had but one physi- 
cian when Dr Fagan moved in, in 
1936 ~ Dr, Ernest MacDougal. 
There was plenty of work for two 
men - or more, 

Dr Mac, as he was called, was 
the school physician, andDr Fagan 
became the physician for the Board 
of Health, a post he still holds, 
many years later. He also kepthis 
eye on the high school athletes, 
which was, for him, a natural thing 
to do. 
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to his ear, 
a it a physical ailment that 
causes Doc Fagan to sit thus, on 
the players’ bench. It's the little 
radio he has in his hand. He is 
listening to Villanova, if that team 
is on the.air - or else BC or Holy 
Cross, or any other goodteam that 
may be playing. 

In other words Doc Fagan real- 
ly likes football. 

So now there is tobe atestimon- 
fal in honor of him,

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Selectmen's Meeting 


Politics ruled, Monday night, in 
the Selectmen’s meeting. The tar- 
get for the night was Joseph F, 
Courtney, former Town Manager, 
and now a member ofthe Wilming- 
ton Finance Committee. 

Rep. Fred F, Cain, a Democrat, 
also seemed to be a target of re- 
marks made by the Chairman of 
the Board, James Miceli, a Re- 
publican, 

Courtney was the target ofthree 
Selectmen, who voted that the Fi- 
nance Committee should be con- 
sidered as ‘regular’ employees, 
with respect to the Conflict of In- 
terest law. The members of the 
Finance Committee receive no pay, 

At the same time the Selectmen 
voted that Dr. Gerald A Fagan 
should be in the less restrictive 
capacity of being a ‘special’ em- 
ployee of the town, Dr. Fagan, 
an innocent victim of the politcal 
situation, is paid for his work as 
Medical Officer of the Board of 
Health, and also as School Physi- 
cian, 

The remarks against Mr Cain 
had nothing to do with the Con- 
flict of Interest Law, but rather 
for his work on the Nichols St. 
bridge. 

The meeting opened with Chair- 
man Miceli announcing that Danny 
Gillis, Chairman of the Planning 
Board, would be with the Select- 
men next week with a ‘Solution to 
the problem on Redwood Terrace’. 
Mr, Gillis, he said, was working 
with the town engineer and the de- 
veloper on the solution. 

The Town Engineer, Miceli said, 
had proposed that a ditch be dug 
all around the area, to drain the 
water away from the surface, 

The question was posed as to 
where the water would drain to. 
The answer was that Gillis and

Boylen wanted to know about 
gravel removal in a North Wil~ 
mington development. He was told 
that the original permit had been 
issued in 1965 and that there had 
been two subsequent renewals. Mr 
Gillis is to recommend on this 
next week, too, Miceli sald 

The Town Manager wondered if 
the original permit'was good, and 
Boylen asked ifthe Selectmen could 
rescind it, to which Miceli said 
it could not be, if it conforms to 
the original terms of the permit, 
Niles said that they hadbeenasked 
to remove one gravel hill in the 
area because children were coast- 
ing down the hill into the street. 

Then the Selectmen got to the 
Classification List of town em- 
ployees, whereby employees are 
classified, as to their standings, 
in the Conflict of Interest Law, 


Briefly, the law says that per- 
sons receiving over $800 a year 
from the town are tobe considered 
as ‘regular’ employees and may not 
do business with the town, A person 
receiving less than $800 Isa ‘spec- 
jal’ employee, and can conduct bus~ 
iness with the town. The Selectmen 
may, however, vote that certain 
boards are to be considered as 
‘regular’ employees, and several 
years ago voted this status for 
themselves and for the school com- 
mittee, 

The first item was a letter from 
the Town Counsel, stating that the 
Selectmen could classify the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority, and 
the Wilmington Redevelopment Au- 
thority, Mr. Boylen moved that 
they be classified as ‘Regular’, Le. 
‘Full Time’. 

Black asked if this wasn’t put- 
ting the selectmen in a position 
where they would have no leeway 
for volunteers, 

Niles said that he doubted if the 
local business men would be will- 
ing to participate in voluntary sit- 
uations, where there would be a 
Severe handicap of being classi- 
fied as a ‘regular’ employee. 

Niles and Black opposed, andthe 
three other selectmen voted in 
favor.

Activity Report 

The Selectmen then discussed 
the town’s activities. The Town 
Clerk’s report said that April was 
@ busy month, and she was behind 
in her work. A previous assis- 
tant, Margaret Wagstaff, was now 
working for the Town Manager, 

Niles spoke of police department 
violations being down from the iast 
year’s report. Melizar attributed 
this to the effect of the radar. 

Niles said that the Highway De- 
partment seemed to be burning out 
a lot of machinery. Was this from 
plowing? Melzar said yes, plow- 
ing unaccepted streets, Garden 
Avenue being one of them, 

Niles noted that the Student En- 
gineers were evidently ‘bothering’ 
the Town Engineer, Melzar said 
the engineer had to ‘teach them’.

state saying that Wilmington did 
not own the bridge, and that Mr. 
Cain’s application for assistance 
was null and void until the B&M 
passed the title to the town, Mean- 
while, Melzar said, the state sug- 
gested that the bridge was to re- 
main as Is, 

There was a groan, and Miceli 
Said that because the town didn’t 
own the bridge, the plan was no 
good? He went on to say that he 
was going to go on, and try to 
‘straighten out the farce’. 

Niles said that he didn’t believe 
that the Nichols Street bridge was 
included in Cain’s application for 
the rebuilding of the four other 
bridges - that the townhadalready 
voted $40,000 for this bridge, 

Melzar was instructed to inves- 
tigate with the BaM RR 

Melzar then told the Selectmen 
that the town had made a mistake 
and paid $125 in damages to the 
wrong people, on Boutwell St., 
back in 1962, He couldn’t find out 
who had made the error, It ton- 
cerned property owned by Julius

Payment was to be made, Mel- 
zar said,~by transfer of accounts, 
Joe McMahon had $1100 in one 
account, the Sabra Carter Com- 
mon fund had $100, and he hoped 
that he could get $100 from the 
Memorial Day Committee, and 
have the pole up by Memorial Day. 

Niles asked if it had been put 
up to bids. Melzar said no, Traer
